of consideration daring a session of Argu- 
ment Court held on Monday., Several ap- 
plications that had been held under ad- 
visement were taken up. During aa argu- 
ment in behalf of a client an attorney 
spoke of the "rights" of bis client being 
stricken down. The court" inquired what 
rights a licensed dealer possessed, where- 
upon the attorney hastened to amend the 
statement by the substitution of the word 
v privilege" instead of right. And it was 
on the privilege basis that Judge Yerkes 
proceeded to do business. In the dock 
were two inmates of the County Home, 
convicted at the last term" of furnishing 
llffltor taj-'persons of known intemperate' 
habits. On'e of them had obtained a quart 
of liquor 'at the wholesalelhouse of William 
Francis, in Doyledtown. It transpired that 
the pauf er had represented to the dealer 
that he was a farm band, whereupon he 
obtained the liquor. 
Efpon learning the 


facts in the case the court granted the li- 
cense aiid the two paupers were .sent 4e. 
jail. During the Inquiry into the matter 
the court inquired wUetber there had been 
any more drunkenness at the Oouuty 
House since these defendants were arrest- 
ed. Steward Bunting replied that there 
had been and expressed the belief that the 
iquor had been obtained in Montgomery 
count)-. Thereupon tjfeicourt directed the 
Steward to carry the war into flntfr county,

Bensalem, whose son conducts the hotel, 
it appeared that the son is a pretty hard 
drinker, for which reason the .court con- 
tinued to hold the'granting of the license 
under advisement..

This was 
the hotel formerly kept by Jacob CrOOtba- 
mei, who was reoenty fined and forbidden 
to ever hold a license again in this State in 
consequence of violations of the law. The 
court stated that it did not propose to give 
Crouthamelap opportunity to profit by 
the granting of'a license to Haekman in 
case Crouthamel was really back of the en- 
terprise.

transportation, 


making Europe onr next-door neighbor, we 
have changed all that, and today the dut- 
ies exacted from a woman who seeks to 
keep on top of the social swim are such as 
must inevitably, within a few years, break 
down any but the toughest constitution. 
The strain is an unnatural .one, both upon 
the mind nnd body. A frail girl of nervous 
temperament, who would not think of 
walking half a dozen city blocks, will 
spend a whole night in the heat and ex- 
citement of a fashionable ballroom, during 
whicn time she undergoes an amount of 
physical exercise equivalent to climbing 
a mountain 5000 feet high, with the differ- 
ence that, while the ono would be whole-' 
some exercise, tho other is decidedly other 
wise. Then follows, as a matter of course, 
nervous pruTstratipn, and the fashionable 
physician prescribes some kind of a qtifn- 
ulant—oitiior alcohol, or bromide, or co- 
caine, or some other of the popular ner- 
vines, in their many disguises—with the 
result that the use or these drugs fre- 
quently develops a habit which the unfor- 
tunate woman is unable to throw off, and 
she iiradunlly becomes a total wreck. This, 
of course, is an extreme case, but as such 
oases are fur more numerous than might 
be supposed by those who have not inves- 
tigated the subject. For every case of 
this kind there are scores, or hundreds of 
instances, in which women have been 
ruined in health by too deep a devotion to 
the ceremonial observances wnich are de- 
manded by modern society. And what are 
the rewards for all this sacrifice of peace, 
and comfort, and health? Chiefly, an oc- 
casional notice in the society columns, to 
the effect that Mrs. 
's "exclusive and 


recherche reception was one of the most 
brilliant social functions of the season," 
or something of that sort.

Thinking that the rainy mason bad end- 


ed with May, In which we had rain all

Pure Air as a Cure for Consumption. 


It is important that the entire time of 


the patient should be passed in pure air. 
1 he vigilance of this incessant campaign 
against tbe enemy should not be relaxed a 
moment 
Therefore, good air has to be 


pioudcd for the time spent within doors 
Othoiwise the foe will take advantage of 
the armistice. 
With the new foices thus 


reciuited by him, the advantages gained 
will be largely counteracted. Hence, the 
rooms have not only to be kept scrnijulous- 
ly clean nnd disinfected 
but thoroughly 


ventilated. The patient has to sleep with 
window open as wide as possible. In cer- 
tain German sanatoria abundant pure air 
at night is so insisted upon tnat there are 
no windows in the openings. An abun- 
dance of bedclothing is provided, and the 
patient soon learns to sleep in comfort in 
the most inclement weather, even though 
the snow blows in.

In an eastern Massachusetts region, not 


far from the coant and but slightly above 
the sea level, subject to all the vicissitudes 
of climate for which New England is fam- 
ous, and so plagued with consumption that 
one-fourth of all tbe deaths in the com- 
munity are caused by it, some remarkable 
results have bep obtained by Dr. Charles 
S Millet, of nrookton, in the home-treat- 
ment of consumption.

The"Troub'e" Trolley Line. 


The Johnsons have relinquished their 


hold on the old "Morrell line" of trolley 
roads from Bristol to Philadelphia 


The road is now entirely in the hands of 


the stockholders, who will proceed at once 
to foreclose tbe bonds and complete the 
road under the law vhich is about to be 
passed by the Pennsylvania Legislature. 


The deal was finally accomplished just 


before noon Saturday in New York-'citv, 
following a conference held in Trenton 
early Saturday morning between Owen 
Moon, Jr.,/representmg the present stock- 
holders, and Wilbur F. Sadler, Jr , repre- 
senting the Johnsons. 


The JoBnsons held $143,000 worth of 


the bonds of the Morrell road and the title 
to all these was passed, clean and clear 
to the syndicate of jtock and bonaholders 
represented by Mr Moon. 


The Morrell road has been one of the 


main bones of contention in all the at- 
tempts to get-a trolley line from Philadel- 
phia to Trenton 


There have been numerous changes in 


the situation and it was supposed, at the 
time the Shaw interests sold .out to the 
Johnsons, that the Johnsons would use the 
Morrell line as part of their system. 


Later-it developed that they were going 


into Philadelphia by another route, even 
though theyhave secure^ a* franchise in 
Bristol by laying the required amount of 
track: 


Now the syndicate which has been in 


control ol the Morrell road has purchased 
the entire bond issue, and is going ahead 
on its 6wn hook 


The law about trfbe placed on the stat- 


ute booLs of Pennsylvania, giving trolley 
companies enlarged rights, will overcome 
all the remaining obstacles to the comple- 
tion and successful opjratior of the Mor- 
rell line, which is to be pushed uogronsly. 


Good judges of the situation express 


the belief that the Morrell line will yot be 
a portion of the first trolley road to be 
operated between Philadelphia and Tren- 
ton.

At this point Dhe president called upon 


the Superintendent, Miss Baggs, to pre- 
sent to the board the matter of employing 
an additional teacher 
Miss Bagga .re- 


sponded by pointing oat the necessity for 
an extra teacher whose duty it should be 
to assist in both the High school and 
Grammar A department 
In explaining 


to the board the causes which have led to 
the present congested condition in Gram- 
mar A department, Wood street, she said 
that tlie scholars from two departments 
viz. the Giammar B department in the 
old building on Wood street and Gram- 
mar department, Bath street, are pro- 
moted into Grammar A department, Wood 
street, and as the promotions in the last 
named department occur but once a year, 
while in the Jower grades promotions are 
made semi-adnnally, it is utterly impossi- 
ble to prevent congestion in Grammar A 
department. 
In the High Sehool. she 


said, the giade has so steadily advanced 
in recent years that it is impossible for 
one teacher to give^adequate attention to 
all the studies in the curriculum. During 
the past year it has been necessary to add 
to the duties of the Latin and drawing 
teacher, the teaching of literature in tne 
High School, in order that the scholars 
might receive proper attention. 
Miss 


Baggs also informed the board that she 
had been experimenting during the p»st 
year with nn elementary business course 
and suggested introduction of those stud- 
ies into the curriculum next year, which 
form the basis of a commeieial education 
She stated in conclusion that it was very 
gratifying to know that the grade in the 
High School had advanced so far that 
graduates can now pass tho examination in- 
cident to their entrance into the State 
Normal Schools withput further prepaia- 
tion. 


While .considering the Superintendent's 


suggestion regarding the employment of 
an assistant teacher, the board necessarily 
became involved in a discussion concern 
ing the tax rate or the current year. The 
treasurer's report showed a deficit of $000 
for this year, and a careful estimate of the 
expenses for next year, based upon the re- 
port of last year, proved conclusively that 
an increase in the tax rate could not be 
avoided. In the discussion certain facts 
were disclosed which will prove of Interest 
to the townspeople at large. Six years 
ago the Bristol shocls received from the 
State Treasurer $7000 as their tihare of the 
State school appropriation. 
Last year the 


amount received from the State was less 
than $5609, thus it is painfully evident 
that in the last six years the amount of the 
appropriation received by the 
Bristol 


schools has been diminished over $2000, 
This entire amount was no<- cut out of the 
appropriation at one time, but extends 
back over the whole period of six years. 
In 1896 the amount received was $300 less 
than the preceding year. In 1889 9 the 
diminution amounted to $900 and last 
year owing to the governor's veto, the 
amout was reduced by $600. The direct 
cause of this reduction, however, aside 
from last year, is tbe growth of schools in 
the rural districts, which necessarily re- 
duces the proportionate amount due all 
the schools. Another cause was the change 
in lay which took place fn 1897.
